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Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesola :
CHAPTER 1

Seorron 1. All that part of the County of Sibley com-
tained within the limits' and boundaries hereinafter de-
omfd?w scribed, shall be & fown by the name of Henderson, and the
e people now inhabiting, and those who shall hereafter inhabit
within the district of country herein described, shall be a
municipal corporation by the name of the town of Hender-
son, and shall have the general powers possessed by munici-
pal corporations at common law; in addition thereto shall
possess the powers hereinafter specifically granted, and the
authorities thereof shall have perpetual euccession, and shall
be capable of contracting and being contracted with, of su-
ing and being sued, pleading and being impleaded, in all
Courts of law and equity, and shall have a common sesl,
and may change and alter the same at pleasure. .

Sre. 8. The territory included within the following boun-
duries and limits shall constitute the town of Hendersom,
viz: The southwest quarter of section one (1), southeast

Bouudariss of (elluarter of section two (2), northeast quarter of sectiom

limits. Ati the first elggtion held under this charter, the

voters of the First Ward shall vote at the district school

house; those of the Second Ward at the office of M. J. Sev-

erance, but after the first election the Town Council may
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-change gaid places of holding elections to any other con-
wenient points in each ward respectively.

After the first election of town officers the elec- , = ..o
tion shall be held on tho second Wednesday in March of tigps for town
each year, at such place within each ward as the Town officers
Council shall designate, and the polls shall be kept open
from ten o’clock till twelve o’clock, A. M., and from one o’clock
till four o’clock, P. M., and ten days previous notice shall be
given by the Town Council of the time and places of hold-
ing such eleciions and the officers to be elected, by posi;i:g
noticea in three of the most public places in the fown,
by publishing tho same in at least one of the papers pub-
lished in the town.

CHAPTER IIL
OFFICERS—THEIR FOWERS AND DUTIES.

Seo. 1. Every person elected or appointed to any office
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under this Act, shall, before he enters upon the daties of his 1y o omos
office, take and subscribe an oath of office, and file the same, and bond
duly ceriified by the officers taking the same, with the Re-
corder of the town; and the Treasurer and Marshal, and
such other officers as the Town Council may direct, shall
severally, before entering upon ihe duties of their respective
officrs, execute {0 the town of Henderson, a bond with at
least two sureties, to be approved by the Town Council, and
such bond shall contain such conditions as the Town Qouncil
may deem proper, and they may from time to time require
new or additional bonds, and remove from office any officer
refusing or neglect to give the same.

meetings of the Town Council, and Fako care that the laws of g o —his 4w
the State and the ordinances of the town be strictly enforced
and duly observed, and that all other executive officers of the
town discherge their respective duties, The Mayor or any
two Councilmen may call special meetings of the Town Coun-
cil. He shall have power to execute all acts that may be re-
quired of him by an ordinance made in pursuance of of this
Act, and is horeby anthorized to call upon every male inhabi-
tant of said town, over the age of eighteen years, to aid in
enforcing the laws and suppressing the same or carrying into
effect any law or ordinance. Any person who shall not obey
such call, shall forfeit to said town a fine not exceeding
twenty-five dollars and not less than five dollars,

Skc. 4. I case the Mayor shall be guilty of any wilful
oppression or corrupt partiality in the discharge of the duties
of his office, he shall be liable to indictment, and on convie-
tion thereof, shall pay fine of not more than five hundred dol-
lars, and the Court shall have power, (upon the recommenda-
tion of the jury in the cause,) to add to the judgment of the
fine, that he be removed from office.

Sxc. 5. In case the Mayor ghall be absent from any meet-
ing of the Town Council, they shall proceed to elect of their
own number, & temporary l)residing officer, who, for the time
being, shall discharge all the duties of Mayor. In case of
the absence of the absence of the Mayor from the town, or his
inability from any reason to discharge the duties of his office,
the Council shall elect by ballot from their own number, an
officer who shall be styled Acting Mayor, and all acts per-
formed by him, shall have the same force and validity as if
performed by the Mayor.

Sko. 6. The Recorder sball keep the corporate seal and all
the papers and records of the town, and keep a record of all
the proceedings of the Town Council. He shall draw and Repordsz-tis
countersign all orders on the Tressurer, in pursuance of any duties
order or resolution of the Town Council, and keep a full and
accurate account thereof in books provided for that purpose,
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and make a full and fair record of all the by-laws, rales or
ordinances made or pussed by said Town Council. The Re-
corder thall have power to administer oaths or affirmations,
ang copies of all papers filed in his office and transcripts from
the records of the Town Council certified to by him under the
corporate seal, shall be evidence in all Courts in like manner
as if the original were produced. He shall report annually,
on or about ?he first day of Junpe, to the Council, an estimate
of the expenses of the fown for the current year, and the
revenues necessary to be raised therefor, and tlie fiscal
year of the town shall commence on the first day of April.
He shall countersign all coniracts made in behalf of the
town, and all certificates of work done by order of the Town
Council. He shall negotiate such temporary loans for the
town a8 the Town Council may direct, and such loan shall be
subject to the approval of the Town Coundil, He shall ex-
amine the report, books, papers, vouchers and accounts of the
Treasurer, and from time to time shall perform such other
duties as the Town Council shall direct. He shall not be di-
rectly or indirectly interested in any contract or job to which
the town is a party, or in any loan to be negotiated by the

last guarterly report, and also ihe state of the treasury,
which accounts shall be filed by the Recorder.
Sgc. 10. The Marshal shall execute such orders, and per-
. . form such duties as are prescribed by the Town Council, for
“Yambal—kis the collection of tolls, license moncy and fines, for the preser-
vation of the public peace, for the good order, cleanliness
and government of the town, and for all other purposes. He
shall possess the powers of a constable at law and under the
Statutes of this State, and receive like fees ; but shall not
serve civil process except where the town is a party, and
shall be collector of taxes.
Sec. 11. The Town Surveyor shall hold his office during
the pleasure of the Town Council, who shall prescribe his
m‘m:"’ duties and fix the fees of compcnsation for any service per-
formed by him ; all surveys, profiles, plans or cstimates
.made by him for the town, shall be the property of the towa.
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and shall be carefully preserved in the office of the Recorder,
open to the inspection of parties interested.

Seo. 12. The Justice of the Peace for the town shall pos-*
sess all the authority, power and rights of a Justice of the Justice oftho
Peace, except he shall in no case entertain any eivil pro.Jaoe—te &
ceeling to which the town is not a party, and shall have sole
exclusive jurisdiction to hear all complaints snd conduct all
examinations and trials in criminal cases within the town
cognizable before a Justice of the Peace, but warraats re-
turnablo before the said Town Justice may be issued in crim-
inal cases by any Justice of the Peace of the said county of
Sibley, but no fev shall be received therefor by such Justices,
Said Justice shall have exclusive jurisdiction in all cages in
which the town iz a party, and he shall have the same power
and aunthority in cases of contempt as other Justices of the
Peace : Provided, That nothing herein contained shall be
deemed to divest the District Judges of their authority aa
conservators of the peace, or effect in any manner, the juris-
diction of the District Court of Sibley County, or Supreme
Court of the State. [In case of the absence, sickuess or other
digability of said Justice, or for any sufficient reason, the
Mayor, by warrant, may authorize any other Justice of the
Peace within the limits of the town to perform the duties per-
taining to the office of said Justice, and the Mayor shall
thereupon inform the Town Attorney and Marshal of such
appointment, and make report thereof to the Town Council,
and they may confirm or sot aside such appointment, or ap-
point some other Jusatice of the Peace, and the Jastice so ap-
pointed, shall for the time being, and until his appointment
is vacated, possess all the authority, powers aund rights ap-
gfrtnining to the office of Justice of the Peace for the town ;

rovided, That nothing herein contained shall be deemed or
so construed as to deprive the Town Justice of his jurisdic-
tion ; but the Justice so uppointed, until his appointment is
vacated, shall have concarrent jurisdiction with the Town
Justice, and shall veceive like fees for his services as gaid
Justice of the Peace of the town.

Sea. 18. The Justice of the Peace shall quarterly report,
or oftener, if regnired, to the Town Council, a list of all pro-
ceodings instituted befure him in behalf of the tuwn, and the
disposilions thereof ; and shall at the same time account and
pay over the amount of all penalties and costs collected,
which may by law accrue to the town, and he shall be enti-
tled to receive from the county of Sibley, such fees in crimi-
nal cases as are allowed to other Justices of the county for
similar services.

8go. 14. The Town Council may designate a newspaper
printed in the town, in which shall be published all ord’a
nances and other proceedings and matters required by thig
Act, or the by-laws or ordinances of the Town Council to be
P ublish;c: in a public newspaper.

No member of the Town Council shall be party
to, or interested in any job or contract of the town, and any
contract in which any member of the Town (ouncil may be
g0 interested shall be null and void.

Sro, 18. Any person having been an officer in said town,
shall within ten days after notification and request, deliver
to his successor in office, all property, books, papers and ef-
fects of every description in his possession, belonging to said
town, or pertaining to the office he may have held. If he
fail so to do after such notification and request, he' shall for-
feit and pay to the use of the town, one hundred dollars, be-
sides all damages caused by his neglect or refusal so to de-
liver ; and such successors may recover the possession of
such books, papers and effects, in the manner prescribed by
the laws of this State, in cases of unlawful detention of
property. . .

Sec. 19. The Mayor, Sheriff of Sibley county, and each
and every Councilman, Justice of the Peace, Marshal, Re-
corder and Constables of the precinct of which said town is

peace, and suppress, in a summary manner, all disorderly be-
havior within the limits of the town, and for such purpose,
may command the assistance of ali by-standers, and if any
person 8o commanded shall refuse to aid in mainfaining the
peace, every such person shall pay a fine of twenty dollars.

CHAPTER IV.
THE TOWN COUNCIL—ITS GENERAL POWERS AND DUTIES.
Sgoriox 1. The Mayor and Aldermen shall constitute the
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Town Courcil, and the style of all ordinances shall be : “The
“‘Council of the Town of Henderson do ordain.” The Town
“Council shall meet at such time and place as they shall direct, Fower of tho
and a majority shall constitute a quorum. But the first '
“Town Council elected under this Act shall meet ot the office
of M. J. Severance on the first Monday in September, A. D-
1858, at seven o'clack, P. M. The Town Council shall deter-
mine thoe rules of its proceedings, and be judgee of the clec-
tion and qualification of their own members, and have the
power to compel the attendance of absenf members,

Seo, 2. The Town Council ghall have the control and man-
-agement of the finances and of all the progerty of the town,
and the Town Council ghall likewise have fall power and au-
thority to make, enact, ordain, establish, publish, enforce, al-
ter, modify, correct, and repeal all such ordinances, rules and
by-laws, for the government and good order of the town, and
for the suppression of vice, as they shall deem expedient, and
declare and impose penalties by fine und imprisonment, or
both, and to enforce the same against any person or persons
who may violate any of the provisions of such ordinances,
-rules or bylaws, and such ordinances, rules and by-laws are
hereby declared to be and have the full force of law, and for
these purposes shall have anthority by ordinances, resolutions,
or bylaws, provided that they be not repugnunt to the Consti-
tution and laws of the United States or of this State.

First—To license and regulate the exhibition of common
.showmen, or shows, of any kind, or the exhibition of cara-
vans, circuses, or theatrical performances, billiard tables,
-bowling saloons, groceries, taverns, victualing houses, and
all persons vending or dealing in spirituous, vinous, ferment~
ed, mixed, or intoxicating liquors.

Second. To restrain and prohibit the use of all gambling de-Powers of the
wices whatover from being set up or used for gambling purpo- twa e
ses, and to restrain and prohibit all deseription of gaming and
frandulent devices and practices.

Third, To prevent any riots, noise, disturbance, and disor-
derly assemblages, to suppress and restrain disorderly houses
or groceries, and houses of ill-fame, and to authorize the

-destruction of all instruments used for the purposes of gam-
-ing, and of all spirituous, vinous, fermented, mixed, or intox-
icating liguors of any kind, that may be kept for sale or dealt
in contrary to any ordinance of the town,

Fourth, To compel the owner or cccupant of any grocery,
cellars, tallow chandlers shop, soap factory, tannery, stable,
-barn, privy, sewer, or other unwholesome or nauseous
house or place, to cleanse, remove, or abate the same, and
to provide for the abatement and removal of all nuisances
within the limits of the town.

Fifth. To direct the location and management of slangh-
ter-houses and markets in said city, and to regulate the sale,
storage, keeping and conveying of gunpowder or other com-
bustible materials.
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Sizth. To prevent the incumbering of strects, sidewalks,
lanés or alleys.

Seventh. To prevent immoderate riding or driving in the
streets.

Fightk. To restrain the running at large of cattle, swine,
sheep, poultry and geese, and to authorise the impounding,
distraining and sale of the same.

Ninth, To prohibitthe running at large of dugs, to imposs
fines upon their owners, und to authorise the destruction of
the same when at large contrary to the ordinances.

Tenth. To prevent any person from bringing, depositing,
or having within the town, any putrid carcass or other un-
wholesome subsgtance, and to require the removal ol the
same thereof by any competent officer, at the expense of such
PETSOD OF PErsons.

Eleventh, To make and establish public pounds, pumps,
water cisterns and reservoirs, and to provide for the erec-
tion of water works, for the supply of water to the inhabit-
ants, to erect lamps or other means whereby to light the
city, to regulate and licenso hacks, cabs, drays, carts, and
charges of heckmen, conchinen, draymen and cartmen of the
town.

Twelfth. To prevent damage to sidewalks,

Thirteenth. To prevent the shooting of fire-arms, crackers,
rockets, or any cther projectiles, and to prevent the exhibition
of any fire-works in any situation which may be deemed by
the Council dangerous to the town, or any property therein,
or annoying to any citizen thereof.

Fourieenth. 'To restrain drunkards, immoderate drinking of
intoxicating beverages, brawling and obacenity in the streets
or public places.

%fteenth. To license and regulate runners and solicitors
for hoats, veasels, stages, public houses, railroads, and other
establishments, and to regulate the police of the town,

Sizteenth, To regulate the place and manner of selling,
and to provide for the inspection and weight of hay, and
stone coal, and measuring of charcoal, firewood and other
fuel.

Seventeenth. To compel the owners or occupants of build-
ings or grounds to remove snow, dirt or rubbish from the
side walks, streets or alleys opposite thereto, and in his de-
fault, to authorize the removal or destruction thereof, by
some officer of the town, at the expense of such owuer or oc-
cupant.

Eighteenth. To prevent the introduction of contagious dis-
eases into the town.

Nineteenth. 'To regulate the time, place and manner of
holding public auctions or vendues.

Tweniieth. To provide a standard of weights and meagures.

Tuenty-first. To appropriate money and provide for the
payment of the debts and expenses of the town.
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Twrenty-second. To alter, abolish, open, widen, extend, es-pyyers of the
tabligh, prade, rapair, or otherwise improve, or keep in re-town couns?
pair, streets, avenues, lanes and alleys.

Twentythird, To establish, regnlate and support night
watches.

Twenty-fourth. To provide for the erection of all needful
buildings for the use of the town.

Twentyfifih. To provide for the enclosing, improving
and regulating of all public grounds belonging to the town,
and for the adorning of the atreets thereof with shade trees.

Twenty-sizth. 'To provide for the taking, from time to time
the enumeration of the inhabitants of the town.

Teenty-seventh, To prescribe the limite within which wooden precantionary
buildings, or buildings or other materials, that shall not be emactments
deemed fire-proof, shall not be erected, placed or repnired.ﬁ}':'“m

Twentyeighth. To prevent the dangerous construction,
placing and condition of chimneys, fire-places, hearths,
stovepipes, ovens, boilers, and appurtenances used in and
about any building, and to cause the same to be removed
«r placed in a safe and secure condition, when considered
dangerous, and to prevent the deposit of ashes in unsafe
places, and to reguiate and prevent the carrying on of man-
ufactories dangerous in causing or promoting fires within
the town limits.

Twensy-ninth. The Town Ooupcil shall have power to
purchase fire engines and otherfire apparatus, and to authorize
the formation of fire companies, hook and ladder and hose
companies, and to provide for the due support and regulation
of the same; and tu order such companies to be disbanded,
and their apparatus to be deliverad up. Each member of
-every such company shall be exempt from a poll tax, from
serving on juries, and from military duty, during the contin-
nance of such membership.

8zc. 8. All laws, ordinances, regulations and by-laws,
shall be passed by an affirmative vote of the majority of the Eublic notice
Town Oouncil, and be signed by the Mayor and Recorder, and g,
shall be published in the official paper of the town, or posted
for ten days in three of the most public places in the town,
before the same shall be in force, and within twenty days
thereafter they shall be recorded by the Recorder, in books
to be provided for that purpose.

CHAPTER V,

ABSEBSING, LEVYING AND OOLLECTING TAXES,

Seo. 1. Al property, real and personal, within the town,
except such as may be exempt by the laws of this State, or
by ordinance of this town, shall be subject to taxation for
the support of the town goverament and the payment of its
debis and liabilities, and the same shall be assessed in the
manner hereinafier provided, but such assessment shall not
exceed five mills on the dollar of the real valuation, and all
qualified voters shall be liable to & poll tax not exceedin
one dollar in any one ycar, to be levied by the Town Council.

Sec. 2. The Town Council shall annually appoint two
persons Town Assessors, who shall have and possess the
samo powers that are or may be enforced by the laws of this
State upon Township or County Assessors, except so far ag
they may be altered by this Act : Proided, That the Town
Council may prescribe the form of the assessment rolls and
may fully define the duties of Assessors and make such rules
and regulations in regard to revising, aliering or adding to
such rolls as they may from time to time deem advisable.

Sgc. 8. The Assessors go appointed are hereby author-
ized to administer such oaths as shall be required, and with-
in guch time as the Town Council shall designate, the said
Asgessors shall make out a complete and accurate assess-
ment roll which shall contain a description to identify the
same of all lands, lots, or parcels of lands within said town,
and algo of all persons or bodies politic, liable to pay taxes
on personal property or capitation tax, and opposite to
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each parcel or lot of land shall be affixed the value thereof,
and opposite the name of each person or body politic, shall
be affixed the value of the personal property for which such
person or body politic shall be asscssed.

izing the same may alter, add to, take from and otherwise
revise and correct the same.

When the assessment-roil shall have beon revised
and corrected, the same shall be filed with the Recorder,

Seo. 7. All taxes and assessments, general or special,
levied under this Act, shall be and remain a lien upon the
lands and tenements upon which they may be assessed from
the time of tbe order of confirming the assessment-roll, and
upon all personal property of any person or body politic
from the time of the delivering of the warrant for the col-
lection thereof, to the Marshal until such tax shall be paid,
and no sale or transfer of such real or personal estate after
said time shall effect said lien. Any personal property be-
longing to the taxed, may be taken and sold for the payment
of taxes upon personal property.

if such taxes are not paid till after the first day of Scplem-
ber, interest will be charged at the rate of two per cent. a
month or fractional part of a month after said firsts day of
January, upen all unpaid taxes, and that all iracts or parcels
of Jand or buildings specified in said tax list, upon which
gaid taxes and assessments shall not be paid by the first day
of January, will be sold at a certain time and place therein,
